3 tablespoons gelatin

1 qt. tomatoes, canned or fresh

2 tablespoons celery (chopped) 

1 tablespoon parsley (chopped) 

1 cup cabbage, shredded

strain through a fine sieve, pour 
the hot tomato juice over the soft- 
ened gelatin, and stir until it is 
dissolved.

Scalloped Tomatoes. 

Place a thick layer of freshly 
made breadcrumbs on bottom of 
baking dish and cover with a layer 
of peeled and sliced tomatoes; then 
alternate another layer of bread- 
crumbs and sliced tomato,’ and 
sprinkle top with grated cheese 
and melted butter, and bake in a 
medium hot oven for three-fourths 
hour or until done. 

Tomato Gumbo (6 servings). 

Braise the following in a cov- 
ered saucepan for several minutes. 
with butter: I stalk celery, 1 small 
onion and 1 small green pepper— 
all cut into small squares. Add 3 
tabl@éspoons rice and saute for an- 
other two minutes, stirring slowly. 
Then add 8 cups of water or meat- 
stock and 3 okra cut into small 
pieces, and cook for 15 minutes; 
next add 1 pound peeled and cut- 
up tomatoes, cooking for an addi- 
tional 10 minutes, and season to 
taste. 

Fried Green Tomatoes. 

The tomatoes may be just to the 
white stage before ripening or 
have partly turned red. Remove 
the hard portion at the stem end. 
Cut into slices 1-4 inch or a little 
less in thickness. Season with salt 
and pepper if desired. Roll each 
slice in flour or cornmeal and fry 
in enough hot fat to cover the

When 
ready to serve cut in slices about 
1 inch thick. Serve with alternate 
wedges of quartered tomato, gar- 
nished with mayonnaise. Serve on

Swedish Meat Balls. 

2 pounds ground round steak. 

1 pound ground pork steak. 

1 beaten egg, 1 cup mashed po- 
tatoes. 

1 cup rolled cracker crumbs. 

1 teaspoon sugar, 1 1-2 teaspoons 
salt, 1-2 teaspoon pepper, 1-2. tea- 
spoon nutmeg, 1-2 teaspoon all- 
spice, 1 cup milk.

REGULATIONS FOR EMPLOYMENT 


President Roosevelt’s message to congress on 
proposed federal regulation of hours of work 
and scales of pay for all workers in industry 
engaged in interstate commerce reveals & 
marked retrogression from the unmourned days 
of the NRA. 

While it is impossible to discuss the advan- 
tage or disadvantage of the legislation pro- 
posed until it is known in greater detail, there 
is evident a desire to stay within the limits 
of constitutional law. If the bills, yet to be 
worked out and introduced, stay within the 
bounds laid down by the President in his mes- 
sage, it is probable they will avoid the fate 
meted out to the Blte Eagle by the supreme 
court. 

The message made clear that the evils un- 
der attack are confined mainly to the sweat- 
shop and child labor in industry. With these 
objectives few Americans will disagree. By 
careful avoidance of any attempted regimenta- 
tion of industry generally, such as that sought 
under the NRA, the idea may result in elimina- 
tion of two abuses which have long been con- 
demned, not only by sociological students, but 
by legitimate industry and business generally. 

On the broad question of shorter hours and 
higher pay for workers, it is doubtful whether 
such a program would actually achieve the end 
sought, that of improving conditions for the 
workers themselves. | 

Increased earnings to bring greater enjoy- 
ment of all that modern life can offer, to- 
gether with more leisure time, are admittedly 
worthy ambitions. Whether a drastic shorten- 
ing of work hours, with a dollars and cents 
increase in pay envelopes, would achieve this 
end, is doubtful. 

The value of the dollar in a pay envelope 
{4s not to be easily computed. It can only be 
measured by purchasing power. The worker 
whose pay is doubled is no better off if his 
cost of living is doubled at the same time. 


Higher wages would inevitably be reflected 
in higher prices for the product of the wage 
earners. Thus the additional pay envelope dol- 
lars would mean nothing, economically. 

Higher wages would also, in all probability. 
mean an increase in the number of unem- 
ployed. Manufacturers, faced with the added 
cost, would inevitably seek to counteract this 
by greater efficiency and by adoption of every 
possible labor-saving device. There would be 
fewer people employed and, by natural selec- 
tion, those losing their jobs would be the least 
efficient and the lowest in the present wage 
groupings. ; 

It is probable that the wisest program to 
adopt will be a middle course, striving to give 
the worker every possible advantage of pay and 
leisure without thereby adding so much to the 
cost of production that prices of the commodi- 
ties he desires consume all, or more, of his 
increased income. 

After all, the solution of the size of a man’s 
income should be a question of individual abil- 
ity. The worker who hungers for higher pay 
will find the surest road that of study and 
training to fit himself for better paying work. 
Education is the surest solvent of human prob- 
lems, though it appears a long and difficult 
road. The short cut offered by man-made 
laws ofttimes proves no more than an illusive 
mirage. 


SAFEGUARDING FOREST WEALTH 

The rules for conservation of the forest re- 
sources of the southeast drafted at Savannah 
by a group of representatives of the pulp and 
paper industries assure against reckless denud- 
ing of the wooded areas, with all the conse- 
quent evils of soil erosion, floods and dust. 

Five states were represented at the confer- 
ence, Alabama, Florida, Georgia and North and 
South Carolina. It is proposed that rules simi- 
lar to those drawn up be adopted by similar 
groups for other sections of the country. 

By voluntarily adopting these regulations, 
the rapidly growing pulp and paper industry 
of the southeast removes the need for strict 
laws for the conservation of timber. 

The industry pledges itself to cutting prac- 
tices which will leave the forests unharmed, 
permit natural reseeding, and thus continue 
the timberlands as self-perpetuating fields pro- 
ducing annual crops of tremendous potential 
value. 

Protection is afforded the naval stores in- 
dustry by the rule which bans cutting of trees 
until they have been fully worked out for tur- 

The agreement reached at Savannah is a 
definite and far-reaching step toward placing 
the pulp and paper industry in the southeast 
upon permanent basis. By this wise conserva- 
tion there will always be plentiful supply of 
Taw material for the mills represented.

THE AMERICANS POINT THE WAY 
President Roosevelt has submitted to the 
senate for ratification a series of pacts de- 
signed for the maintenance of peace in North 
and South America. They were signed by the 
delegates at the inter-American conference held 
in Buenos Aires last December. 


It is believed that adoption of these agree- 
ments by the nations of the two Americas will 
assure permanent peace upon the American 
continents. War between nations of the west- 
ern hemisphere will be impossible, except in 
defense against an outside invader. 


‘At Bogota, the Colombian senate refused to 
accept the tendered resignation of President 
Alfonso Lopez, voting unanimously its confi- 
dence in his administration. President Lopez 
had offered to relinquish his office following 
defeat of his proposals for devaluation of the 
peso and intervention in the banana industry, 
A similar situation in the past would almost 
surely have meant revolution. 


Such developments in internal and interna- 
tional relationships among the American na- 
tions serve as object lessons to the world. With- 
in the memory of many of the present gen- 
eration the name Latin America was a symbol 
for constant conflict. Revolution and war were 
so frequent that armed conflict was consid- 
ered the normal state of affairs. It became a 
tradition of the alleged humorists and the first 
objective of every aspiring soldier of fortune 
was “anywhere in Central Amerita.” 

Ratification of the eight agreements now 
before the senate will, it is hoped, outlaw war 
in this hemisphere. The action of the Colom- 
bilan senate indicates the days of revolution in 
America are gone. es 

With the advancement in communication 
facilities, with the building of great continental 
highways linking the nations more closely to- 
gether in friendship and understanding, the 
days of war as a settler of disputes, anywhere 
on the American continents, is a thing of the 
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viewpoints. Some say this 
means he will continue his drive; others say it suggests he will wait

His wages and hours message was worded as mildly as any 
message he ever sent to congress. 


DISTURBANCE Eminent officials have their fingers in their 

oe ears, awaiting an explosion within the Radio 
Commission. Charges and counter charges, involving personalities 
mostly, are going the round of the inner circle. A detonation can- 
not long be delayed, although some expert efforts now are being 
made to avoid it.

CO-OPERATION Further recent British steps to ease the flow- 
ing tide of gold toward the United States are 
evident. They are the result of broad official hints from Washing- 
ton which managed to reach the right parties in London. 

Concern over gold has thus continued to wane in official quar- 
ters. In the minds of officials here, the problem is definitely tied 
to financial speculation in this country. That is, they now agree 
excess imports of gold primarily reflected foreign buying in the 
American high-grade bond markets. (Not armament buying, etc.). 
Since speculative activity has been moderate lately, gold imports 
have fallen off.

TAXES No one seems to know anything about a new tax bill this 

session. Congressional fiscal leaders say they will not 
stand for one.

DISARMING HISTORY 
(From the Hartford Daily Courant.) 

One more indication of the amelioration of in- 
ternational relations in Europe is the agreement 
lately reached between historians representing 
France and Germany whereby they will attempt 
to eliminate the poisons of intentional misrep- 
resentation from the historical textbooks of their 
nations. The undertaking is an extremely diffi- 
cult one, for even in the most amicable circum- 
stances historians often cannot determine what is 
the truth, and students with the greatest mutual 
respect often reach diametrically opposite conclu- 
sions. History is the least tractable of the 
sciences, and men of good will seem bound to 
rn in their interpretations until the end of 
ime. 

Yet the fact that the historians of France and 
Germany have agreed to make an effort to elim- 
inate as many points of conflict as they can in 
their interpretation of the relations between the 
two nations is evidence of their sense of respon- 
sibility to oncoming generations. No doubt exists 
that national attitudes have been shaped and 
fixed by the history taught in the schools of vari- 
ous nations, and the hatreds and passions of one 
generation have been transmitted to its successors 
by the stories told in the classroom. The French- 
men and the Germans have no great hope that 
they will be able to agree on all points in such 
disputed matters as the origins of the war, the 
wisdom of the treaties that followed it, the effect 
of reparations on the economies of the world. Yet 
when they cannot agree, they purpose to indicate 
the conflicting interpretation in subjoined reser- 
vations, so that the student will at least be given 
to understand that there are two sides to the 
question. If properly taught, history derived from 
such texts should at least make the student skep- 
tical, and he should enter the world with fewer 
prejudices than has often been the case previ- 


ously. 

That Germany, which under the Nazis has ele- 
vated. } a-to the status of a science and 
which has based much of its recent policy’ on 
strange historical theories, should enter the agree- 
ment is at once surprising and gratifying. Until 
now, at least, the Nazis have shown no great re- 
spect for a scientific approach to historical truth,

Throughout the nation the com- 
mencement speeches have begun, 
pouring their mass of platitudes, 
publicity-anxious paradoxes and 
incidental bits of advice into the 
ears of seniors about to enter col- 
lege or to leave it.

All of this verbiage helps to 
deaden the sense of the graduate 
to the fact and symbol of gradu- 
ation. Justifiably but regrettably 
he regards the whole business as 
just an opportunity created by the 
older generation to exercise, for 
what may possibly be the last 
time, its propensity to be didac-. 
tic. And so, that sense of moving. 
forward, of ending one thing and 
beginning a new, is vitiated. 


A Gift 
Will Help 


Now I don’t. say that a mother, 
a friend, or a girl can restore that 
deadened sensibility. merely by 
making a gift to the graduate as a 


symbol of the transition he is ac- 
complishing. But it will help, and 
the rest is up to the mother, the 
friend or the girl. Meanwhile, the 
problem is—What do you give him 
when he is graduated? 


Suggestions 
Only 


All this column can do is to sug- 
gest, of course. But for gradua- 
tion, should not the gift be person- 
alized in some way? An initialled 
or monogrammed gift—handker- 
chiefs, or a dressing gown, or 
personal costume jewelry — suits 
this aim well. A few ideas in the 
last-mentioned, jewelry, are illus- 
trated herewith. 

What cannot be illustrated is 
the essential point that nothing is 
so personal as one’s own taste 
about. things, such as clothes, and 
if you give him clothes—neckties, 
or shirts, or shoes, or sportswear

WASHINGTON, May 27.—(P)— 
Legislation giving President 
Roosevelt far less leeway than he 
desires in revamping and regroup- 
ing government bureaus will be 
introduced soon, congress leaders 
indicated tonight. 

After four months of secret de- 
liberations, a joint senate-house 
committee agreed unexpectedly to 
push bills to renovate and reshuf- 
fle more than 100 federal agen- 
cies. 

Administration leaders said they 
had little hope, however, that all 
of _ the controversial program 
which President Roosevelt has 
suggested could be written into 
law at this session of congress, 
though their bills will follow the 
broad outlines of his scheme. 

The joint committee split into 
house and senate groups, each of 
which will submit its own legisla- 
tion. 

The house unit was expected to 
offer four bills, each dealing with 
one phase of the administration’s 
complex program. 

Majority Leader’ Robinson, 
Democrat, Arkansas, announced 
that he would place the whole set 
of proposals before the senate in 
a single comprehensive measure 
within 10 days. 

While Robinson did not reveal 
the details of his bill, other com- 
mittee members said it would dif- 
fer from the President’s sugges- 
tions on at least three vital points: 

1. The President will not be given 
“blank check” authority to reshuffle, 
abolish and consolidate bureaus and de- 
partments as he pleases. 

2. Independent regulatory bodies. such 
as, the Interstate Commerce and Federal 

rade Commissions. will not be placed 
under the chief executive’s control. 

3. The general accounting office will 
not be shorn of all its powers to veto 
expenditures by executive agencies. 

e four house bills are expected to 
call for: 

1. Civil service for all government em- 
ployes except top policymakers, under a 
single personnel administrator replacing 
the present Civil Service Commission. 

2. Six new assistants for the President, 
to help him keep touch with the depart- 
ments and congress. : 

3. Establishment of the two new de- 
partments, and ROgPOUPInS of a host of 
minor bureaus and boards. 

4. Revision of the general accounting 
office set-up, perpeee limiting its pow- 
ers to an audit of government disburse-

Judge Cox, a high-ranking 
member of the important rules 
committee inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record a table showing the 
number of presidential vetoes from 
George Washington down to and 
including Mr. Roosevelt’s first 
term in office. 

Presidents Monroe and Lincoln, 
with one veto each, hold the rec- 
ord for the smallest number, while 
President Cleveland, who vetoed 
312 bills in his first term and 163 
in his second, had the largest num- 
ber of vetoes to his credit. Out- 
side of President Cleveland, the 
nearest competitor of Mr. Roose- 
velt was President Theodore 
Roosevelt, his fifth cousin, with 82. 
The other Presidents ranged from 
six by President Madison to 42 
each by Presidents Grant and Mc- 
Kinley.

Thirty-two bodies had been re- 
covered late tonight. 

They were taken to the city hall, 
where surviving relatives, return- 
ed from the safety of near-by hills 
to which they had fled, tried to 
identify the dead. 

The huts, made mostly of stone 
and wood, were crushed when 
struck by the avalanche of “two 
or three million tons” of earth 
from mine workings which had 
been processed with cyanide. 

The dam, one of four similar 
dikes holding back the worked 
earth, burst under the pressure 
created by three days of torren- 
tial rains. The workings are own- 
ed by the Dos Estrellas Mining 
Company, operated by American, 
French, British and Mexican capi 
tal.

LONDON, May 27.—(#)—The 
imperial conference knuckled 
down today to a “three-G” sa 
guns, gold and goods—with Brit- 
ish statesmen proposing co-ordina- 
tion of the empire’s defenses by 
establishing uniform specifications 
for armaments. 

Conference delegates viewed 
favorably this project, which for 
example, would make New Zea- 
land shells fit Canadian guns or 
British replacement parts suitable 
for South African tanks. 

Representatives of the Domin- 
ions failed to show unanimous 
agreement on plans for sharing 
costs of the empire’s defenses 
equally. 

The League of Nations was an- 
other point of intense discussion.
